A Melbourne pharmacist and a leading doctor in 
Australia’s fight against HIV/AIDS have declared that 
MDMA should be made available over the counter 
from your local pharmacy. 

The pair assert that the current legal status of 
MDMA pushes users to take contaminated versions 
of the drug that contain unknown, potentially harmful 
substances - because there’s no way your average 
drug dealer is going to make sure that your caps 
aren’t cut with dishwashing powder. 

In an article published by Journal of Law and 
Medicine, Joshua Donelly and Dr David Penington 
suggest that allowing the sale of MDMA over the 
counter would mean users have access to a pure 
dose of the drug, as well as information about its 
potential side-effects.

LOUIS CK 

NO LONGER JUST A COMEDIAN, HE’S BECOME 
THE WESTERN WORLD’S SHARPEST 
SOCIAL COMMENTATOR 


M id 2015, the comedian Louis CK delivered 
a routine on Saturday Night Live - the 
beacon of mainstream American comedy - 
that must surely cement his position as the 
sharpest, funniest and most important comedian and social 
commentator of his generation. 

The bit compared his love of chocolate bars to a child- 
molester’s love of young boys, and because Penthouse is 
an upstanding, community-minded organisation, we’re not 
going to reprint it here. 

Google “Louis CK SNL” and you’ll find it. 

Since rising from what seemed like obscurity around 2008, 
Louis has become a trailblazing performer and businessman, 
reinventing the way comedy is distributed to consumers and 
delivering some of the funniest, most close-to-the-bone 
routines around. 

Take this one, on the word ‘faggot’: 

“I miss that word. I grew up saying that word... Faggot 
didn’t mean gay when I was a kid. You call someone a faggot 
because they were being one. I would NEVER call a gay 
guy a faggot, unless he was being one. Like, if I saw two 
guys blowing each other - I don’t know why I’d be watching 
them doing it - I would be respectful to them and say ‘hello 
gentlemen’. But if one of them took the other’s dick out 
of his mouth and started saying something all faggy and 
annoying... I’d be like ‘shut-up faggot... quit being such a 
faggot and suck that dick’”. 

The joke is highly offensive and on the surface, incredibly 
politically incorrect. In our current cultural climate, “faggot" 
is one of those words that’s been banned by the powers- 
that-be. 

But the joke points the finger at how absurd the practise 
is of policing people’s words. If you really want to create a 
fairer society, you should be concentrating on what people 
actually do. 

Of course, not everybody agrees. The blowback from 
CK’s child-molestation Saturday Night Live routine was 
significant, especially on the Internet, where everyone with 
a half-completed arts degree has a blog on which they can 
amplify their whingeing. 

But his comedy is very equal opportunity: everyone comes 
in for the same treatment, be it gay people, black people. 


white people, his own kids (who are on the receiving end of 
the vast majority of his jokes) and women. 

Of course, the real butt of Louis CK’s jokes is the man 
himself: his own prejudices, his masturbation habits and his 
half-arsed parenting. 

But it’s not just the art of comedy that the Mexican-born, 
Boston-bred and New York-living comedian has reinvented 
and revolutionised. 

Perhaps his most significant contribution has been in 
changing the way people consume comedy. Before CK, 
most people saw stand up comedy in small bits on late night 
TV shows or, if they searched around for themselves, on 
YouTube. 

CK created a whole new model for the delivery of comedy 
by using his rising fame to sell hour-long recordings of his 
sets direct from his website, for five bucks a pop. 

The idea was hugely successful. A mere three days after

releasing his first video using the online method, the comedian 
tweeted a screenshot of his PayPal account balance, which 
stood at over $1 million. CK had realised something TV 
networks took way too long to acknowledge: that if you give 
people a way to easily pay for content online, they’ll quit 
stealing your product and give you their money. 

“People are screaming out ‘here’s my credit card number, 
just give it to me!”’ he joked when discussing Australia’s 
addiction to online piracy. 

Since then, CK has gone on to release further routines on 
his website, in a model that’s been copied by numerous other 
comics. He’s got his own TV show, the brilliant, quirky Louie. 
He’s a regular guest on every late night show around. He’s 
starred in Woody Allen films. 

But most importantly, he’s become the funniest person of 
his generation,

THEY'VE GOT 
THE BIUES 

THE HORRIBLE RECENT HISTORY OF 
THE CARLTON FOOTBALL CLUB 


S eems like only yesterday that the Carlton Football Club 
smugly announced the signing of veteran coach Mick 
Malthouse to head up the Blues’ tilt for a 17th AFL 
premiership. 

After more than a decade of outright failure and a few years 
of slow improvement, Malthouse was, the club’s leadership 
believed, just the man to put the team on the road to success. 

Things started out reasonably well. Carlton managed to win a 
final in Malthouse’s first year, 2013. But they slumped to 14th 
in 2014, and after a horror start to the 2015 season, the Blues 
did what they always do. What they’ve been doing on a regular 
basis for the last 15 years. They sacked the coach. 

What had begun with much fanfare only two years earlier 
came to an embarrassing and abrupt end, with bad blood on 
both sides. Season 2015 turned into one of the club’s worst 
in recent years - and that’s really saying something. 

What happened? How did a football club known for its 
hardness, its competitiveness and its refusal to accept anything 


names that Carlton missed out on. 

To make matters worse, when the Blues were eventually 
allowed back into the draft in 2004, they hardly picked any 
real talent. Jordan Russell, who the club took at pick nine, 
never justified the investment, and was eventually traded to 
Collingwood. Have you heard of Adam Hartlett? He was their 
second choice. 

Carlton’s recruiting screw-ups didn’t end there. Yes, they 
nabbed Mark Murphy at pick 1 in 2005, and full-forward Josh 
Kennedy at pick 4 - both excellent recruits. But the club failed 
to pick any young, talented players to back them up. Bryce 
Gibbs and Matthew Kreuzer followed in 2006 and 2007, and 
neither has lived up to their status as number one draft picks. 

2007 saw champion onballer Chris Judd come to the club 
as captain. Judd gave Carlton some of his best football, 
winning the Brownlow medal in 2010. But he just never had 
the backup, and one of the greatest players of all time retired 
this year without having tasted success at his second club.

other than victory become such a rabble? 

You have to go way back to the late nineties and early 2000s, 
when AFL clubs really began to embrace the AFL draft as 
a way to bring young, talented footballers into their teams. 
For a long time, Carlton had relied on recruiting marquee 
champions, so when these legendary names began to get a 
little too old for a fast-changing sport, the team’s performance 
on the scoreboard dropped dramatically. 

In 2002, they won their first-ever wooden spoon. But that 
wasn’t even the worst piece of news, with the AFL announcing 
that Carlton had been found guilty of systematically rorting the 
salary cap. The Blues had been caught making under-the-table 
payments to a number of players, including legendary son 
Stephen Silvagni. 

The scandal hit the Blues hard. They were banned from taking 
part in the next two drafts, which robbed the team of access to 
a veritable smorgasbord of young talent: Brendan Goddard, 
Daniel Wells, Adam Cooney and Heath Shaw are a few of the 


Okay. So, that’s recruiting taken care of. Let’s move on to 
management, shall we? 

Since 2000, Carlton has had a grand total of six coaches. 
That’s one coach every two-and-a-bit years. Compare that to 
the most successful clubs. Sydney have had three coaches 
in that time. Likewise, Geelong. Hawthorn have had just two. 

The lesson here is that good clubs hire the right man and stick 
with him. Clarkson’s first years with Hawthorn were disastrous, 
as he implemented a new game plan and built a young team 
from scratch. Geelong went through years of bad results 
with Mark Thompson before he delivered an era of greatness 
unmatched in the club’s history. 

Carlton, on the other hand, have made firing coaches at the 
first sign of trouble into an artform. 

They are a team who have, for the last fifteen years, invested 
their time and money in quick-fix solutions, when all evidence 
points towards long-term investment in talent and coaching 
staff providing the real pathway to success, ch— n 
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The reason Google and Apple give 
away new versions of their phone’s 
operating system is because they 
make money by telling advertisers 
where you are. Which is really, really 
stalky. Turn location services off and 
they’ll be in the dark. 


Vintage is in, right? What says 
too cool for new tech” like an old 
Nokia? They come with the added 
bonus of being indestructible, and 
those stalky tech companies can’t 
watch your every move^^— 


I ’m one of those strange people who has 
a standard set of clothes I rarely deviate 
from. My wardrobe containstwenty plain 
red T-shirts, about the same number of 
black shirts, five flannelettes and three of 
the same caps. 

I nevershop for clothes online, so imagine 
my surprise when, only a few hours after 
walking into a store and purchasing two of 
my standard TCSS caps, I opened up my 
browser to to be shown an advertisement 
for the very cap I’d just bought. 

How did this happen? Who or what is 
watching me so closely? How do they 
know what I’m up to? 

We live in an era of 24/7 surveillance. 
But it’s not just Governments who are 
sweeping up all our data. Your devices are 
spying on you too. We’re talking ad clicks, 
browser history, searches, IP addresses, 
email addresses you contact, your phone 
number and your exact location. 

Which is crazy. When a government does 
this type of data collection it’s a massive 
media scandal, but we’re happily giving 
away all this information to a corporation. 

Google is doing it. Apple is doing it. 
Facebook is doing it. In 201 2 Target, using 
data on customer purchases, realised a 
girl was pregnant before she had a chance 
to tell her dad. They sent some brochures 
to the new mother at her address, and 
the poor grandfather-to-be got a rude 
surprise. 


Anyone who knows anything about the 
internet knows they’re being spied on, and 
acts accordingly. 

But what people often don’t realise, 
however, is that Facebook, Google, Apple, 
Yahoo, Amazon and numerous other large 
internet-based companies don’t just track 
your usage while you’re browsing their 
own pages. They also spy on your use of 
external websites. If you’ve logged into 
Facebook, for example, the company is 
also collecting data on your online activity 
outside it’s own page. 

That’s right, if you’ve got Facebook 
open in one tab and Red Tube in another, 
Zuckerberg knows about it. And he’s 
selling that information to advertisers. 

Yes, there are ways you can avoid being 
spied on over the internet. Use the “private 
browsing" setting on your browser. Go 
one better and use a TOR browser that 
encrypts your connection. When you’re 
on Facebook’s mobile app, open any 
links in Safari or Chrome instead of using 
Facebook’s native browser. 

Most of all, make sure your best friend 
knows to delete your internet history when 
you die. 

But for the most part, being spied on 
by large companies is part of the deal, 
unfortunately. 

The only way to avoid living in the 
surveillance state is to go bush. And I just 
like my gadgets too much for that.

The last few years have seen a resurgence 
in the “big science fiction film”, a genre that 
absolutely owned the 1980s, then became

But over the last few years, both indie 
filmmakers and large studios have started 
making awesome Sci-Fi films again. 

Like any trend in filmmaking, the movement 
can be traced backto a handful of interesting 
small budget films that removed all the CGI 
and action-hero garbage the genre had 
become overloaded with and concentrated 
on the story - which is something that an 
irritatingly large number of Hollywood 
studios often forget about.

hances are that if you own a personal computer or a laptop, it 
runs a version of Windows.

Batman: Arkham Knight is a game that 
satisfies that urge for power and then 
some. It’s literally just hours of being a 
man in a black suit of armour smashing 
through walls in a big tank and punching 
people in the head over and over and 
over again. On every level, it satisfies the 
most primal power fantasies. 

‘Take that, you fuck!’ Punch, punch, 
punch, kick, punch. Slam criminal’s 
head into a wall. Leap into tank. Shoot 
baddies with a cannon. Go really fast, 
smash through wall, eject and glide 
around the rooftops like an actual bird. 

Everything the scared, caged weakling 


cowering at the bottom of everyone’s 
subconscious has ever wanted. 

Of course, there are some puzzles 
and a little talking and lots of fiddly 
stealth missions but really, the reason I 
couldn’t spend more than ten minutes 
away from the sofa without running 
back to be The Batman again was 
because the simian section of my brain 
was lighting up and pumping full of 
dopamine in anticipation of that next hit 
of brutal armored-fist-on-unprotected- 
criminal-head brutality. 

While the plot is significantly better 
than previous instalments in the series 
and the visual style and design are truly 
breath-taking, these are all effectively 
just window dressing for the real 
product on sale here: unbridled, bone¬ 
crunching violence. And who doesn’t 
want to buy that? 





HOTLINE MIAMI 2: 
WRONG NUMBER 

On the other end of the spectrum is 
the low budget, lo-fi and remarkably 
addictive Hotline Miami 2: Wrong 
Number. The protagonists of Hotline 
Miami certainly don’t adhere to 
Batman’s no-killing code of honour 
-1 had to stop playing because I got 
worried the screen on my computer 
was going to run out of red. 

The game, which has a visual style 
that you could describe as halfway 


between the original 90’s top-down 
editions of the Grand Theft Auto 
series and Nicholas Winding-Refn’s 
film Drive^ is the most violent thing 
I’ve ever played, which is no small 
feat for a game that looks like it would 
happily run on a Super Nintendo and 
exists in the same cultural climate as 
first person shooters like Call of Duty.

C anberra is a curious place.

By day, Burgess is a truck driver. By 
night, he is The Great Aussie Patriot, 
his rabble-rousing online persona. 
His Facebook page has around 
30,000 very engaged and passionate 
followers, and Burgess uses the 
platform to release regular videos of 
himself regaling his audience with 
stories about how the Government is 
corrupt, how lefties hate Australia and 


how the Islamic community is involved 
in a wide-ranging conspiracy to turn 
this great white nation into a bastion 
of Sharia law. 

“That’s their plan," Burgess told me 
when I visited his Canberra home in the 
lead up to the first Reclaim Australia rallies, 
held nationwide in April this year. 

The gist of the alleged conspiracy 
theory goes something like this: Muslim 
communities in Australia and other 
Western nations are secretly planning 
to outbreed white people. 


If current birth rates among whites in 
Australia keep declining, and Muslims 
continue to have five or six kids to a 
family, Burgess believes that they’ll 
have enough electoral clout in fifty 
years to establish Sharia law. 

“You only have to look at the 
constitutions of the biggest Islamic 
groups in Australia to know this is their 
plan," Burgess says. 

“It’s a cultural genocide. We’re sitting 
here doing absolutely nothing about it, 
the Government is letting it happen, and 
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it’s time someone stood up and shouted 
‘this isn’t right! This has to stop!”’ 

The first Reclaim Australia rallies were 
held in April 2015, and saw thousands of 
people come out against the perceived 
Islamic influence in Australian policy. 
The group is widely accused of being 
racist, but despite some infiltration from 
Neo Nazis, their claims of being non¬ 
racist are actually true. The rallies are 
well populated by Australians of Asian, 
Aboriginal and Indian descent. 

That doesn’t mean their beliefs aren’t 
crazy. To a very large extent, they are. 
I spoke to protesters who held some 
insane beliefs about the threat Islam 
posed to Australia. 

“Doyou wantyourdaughterto be married 
off, and have her genitals mutilated?” one 
man, who had travelled all the way from 
Wagga, demanded of me. 

“Do you want that? Do you want that 
to happen to your precious daughter?!” 

Although the likelihood of my Daughter 
being sold off to some Sunni family 
for a couple of cows and a piece of 


prime Saudi Arabian land seems to be 
infinitesimally small, there was no way 
logic could prevail in such an encounter. 
To these people, the threat of Sharia law 
is real and imminent. 

They truly believe that without action, 
Australia will end up as part of the 
Islamic Caliphate. 

F urther Reclaim Australia rallies 
were held again in July, but their 
attendance had significantly 

dwindled, while counter-protests 
made up mostly of left-wing anarchists 
and socialists swelled in size, easily 
outnumbering those supporting 

Burgess and his group. In Melbourne, 
there was some violence, but for the 
most part things were uneventful. 

And there’s good reason that Reclaim 
Australia’s support might be in decline: 
Tony Abbott has given strong signals 
that the Australian Government will be 
taking up some of their suggestions. 

One of their ideas was that Australia 
should ban those who fight for Islamic 


State from re-entering the country. 

“I have a suggestion for the Australian 
Government,” Burgess had shouted 
whilst speaking at the first rally, held in 
Martin Place. 

“Why don’t you let them go and fight 
for Islamic State, then cancel their 
passports so they can never come back 
and harm anybody in Australia again.” 

That’s some advice that the Liberal 
Government seems pretty keen on 
taking up. Tony Abbott caused a massive 
kerfuffle amongst his ministry when he 
asked cabinet to take up almost that 
exact policy. 

And in the aftermath of the Reclaim 
Australia nationwide rallies, Abbott 
began to talk very tough on terrorism 
and security. 

Reclaim Australia’s leaders might be 
able to boast, with some justification, 
that they’ve made a difference. They can 
now get back to watching Married at 
First Sight. 

Those opposed to the group, however, 
are not happy, to say the least. The 
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group has spurred a massive counter¬ 
protest movement, and during the most 
recent rallies, Left-wing anarchists 
outnumbered them significantly. 

The police certainly thought the 
leftists were more of a threat. Whilst the 
cops overseeing the Reclaim Australia 
protests seemed rather relaxed - a 
photograph of a policeman giving a 
member of the group a high five later did 
the rounds - the fuzz patrolling the leftist 
counter-protest were clearly on edge. 

I found myself in the middle of a scuffle 
between police and a small gathering of 
anarchists, all of whom were yelling at 
the cops, accusing them of protecting 
racists. And there’s no doubt that the 
police used physical intimidation on 
these people, pushing them aside and 
occasionally shoving young women and 
men across the street. 

T he fact is, however, that the 
anarchist rabble needn’t worry. 
Reclaim Australia has almost zero 
chance of becoming the nation¬ 


wide movement its leaders hope for. 
During the Melbourne protest, both 
Reclaim Australia and their opponents 
were outnumbered by at least 20-1 by 
another group: people who were going 
to the football. 

Most Australians just don’t really give a 
shit. Of course, we’ve always had trouble 
accepting newwavesof immigrants. Inthe 


90s, Pauline Hanson warned of a wave 
of Asian immigrants. Now, you can see 
some of those same Asian immigrants. 
Before then, we were worried about 
post-war European immigrants tainting 
our precious British Empire blood. 

That’s not to say that Islam doesn’t 
have some inherent issues that prevent 
Muslim immigrants from effectively 
integrating into Western society whilst 


still maintaining elements of their own 
cultural identities. It most certainly does 
(see opinion, next page over). There is 
no doubt that Islam is currently in the 
middle of an historical moment not 
unlike that experienced by Christianity 
in the middle ages - fundamentalism 
seems to be taking root everywhere. 

But for the most part, everyone 


probably needs to chill out. Australia 
has a long history of being really pissed 
off about new immigrants undermining 
our culture, and then quickly forgetting 
about everything and moving on to the 
next group. 

Which, if things really start heating 
up between the USA and China, will 
be a wave of post-nuclear-apocalypse 
Yankees arriving here by boat. Of-n

THE ISSUE 
WITH ISIAM 

CLAIMING THAT ISLAM IS A RELIGION OF PEACE AND THAT EXTREMISTS ARE 
AN ANTI-ISLAMIC ABBERATION IGNORES THE FACTS, ARGUES ROB SCOTT 


D uring the recent anti-lslamic protests held in Martin Place, 
a gathering of socialists and anarchists held a particularly 
shouty counter-rally, expressing their ‘solidarity’ with 
Islamic immigrants in Australia. One speaker, a member of 
a Lesbian group, spoke about how the gay and lesbian community 
stood firm with the Muslim community. 

Which struck me as strange, because the Muslim community 
certainly doesn’t stand firm with them. In fact, attitudes towards 
gays and lesbians within Islamic culture could probably be best 
described as ‘violently homophobic’. 

There is a perplexing denial amongst followers of Islam - and 
their supporters - that the violent extremism taking over the 
Middle East, and corresponding acts of terrorism in Western 
societies, have anything to do with Islam itself. The message being 
promoted by the left is that Muslim 
terrorists are anti-lslamic extremists 
and that the religion is one of peace. 

This ignores both Islam’s history 
and whole swathes of the Koran. 

In the 7th century, Islam was 
established atthetipofMuhammad’s 
sword. The man Muslims worship 
as their hero and final prophet was 
a violent extremist who stopped 
at nothing to enforce his religious 
views on the territories his armies 
conquered. Beheadings, wholesale 
massacres and assassinations 
were the tools of his trade. There are 
numerous accounts of the prophet 
enslaving women and children who 
were unlucky enough to come under his rule. 

This history of violence is what inspires the young men flocking 
to Islamic State, and to describe beheadings, enslavement and 
murder as un-lslamic is to ignore the fact that those very methods 
were how Islam first established itself as a major religion. 

Yes, all the major monotheistic religions are, at their core, violent. 
Whether or not we’re talking about the psychopathic God at the 
heart of the Bible’s Old Testament, or the thousand-plus page 
guilt trip that is the New Testament. 

And of course, all religions have gonethrough phasesthroughout 
history in which they’ve become ruled by extremism. Christianity 
had that period during the Middle Ages. Western society went 
absolutely mental for a few centuries, burning witches and 
launching crusades against - among others - Muslims. 

“Islamic belief, however simply or modestly it may be stated, is 


an extreme position to begin with,” wrote Christopher Hitches in 
an article for Slate. “The plain fact is that the... threat of violence 
undergrids the Muslim demand for ‘respect’”. 

T here are few outposts in the Islamic world that can 
legitimate lay claim to being friendly to modernity; places 
where women have equal rights, freedom of expression 
is allowed and where alternative views on religion are 
tolerated. Saudi Arabia routinely holds public beheadings, yet 
the West views it as an ally in the fight against radical Islam. The 
Unites States has recently settled on an agreement with Iran that 
will loosen sanctions on a nation that is ruled by religious zealots. 
The extreme violence of Islamic state does not exist in a vacuum 
- the group’s success owes as much to widespread ideological 
support as it does to its hugely 
effective military operations. 

An argument often put forward is 
that Western nations, as Anthony 
Mundine put it in the days after 
the September 11 attacks, “had it 
coming”. We’ve viewed the Middle 
East as an oil-rich playground for 
decades now,treating its inhabitants 
and governments as mere puppets 
in our thirst for resources. 

To a certain extent, this is true. Just 
as followers of Islam cannot deny 
the violent ideology at the core of 
their religion. Western governments 
must take responsibility for the 
decades of meddling that have 
undoubtedly lead to the dominance of radical Islam. 

But there are oppressed minorities all over the world that don’t 
resort to the indiscriminate killing of civilians. Coptic Christians 
in Egypt, Zoroastrians in Iran and Kurds in Iraq and Turkey don’t 
blow up buses full of women and children to get their revenge. 

So what do we do? As far as the Middle East itself is concerned, 
the answer is simple: nothing. No Western intervention in a Middle 
Eastern country has ever ended in anything but unmitigated 
disaster. Since we divided the region up along arbitrary lines after 
the Second World War, it’s caused nothing but trouble. 

When it comes to Muslims living in Australia and other countries, 
the answer isn’t so simple. They’re here, and we need to figure 
out a way for them to live peacefully. But looking the other way 
while extremism festers in our own countries, all in the name of 
religious tolerance, is an incredibly stupid thing to do.CH—^

AUSTRAIIA'S

espite the massive amount of 
vitriol spewed from one side of the 
parliamentary bench to the other, 
politics in Australia is a rather bland 
affair. The differences between the two 
major parties are so minuscule that the 
whole thing ends up as a competition 
between two management teams whose 
policies are so similar on the major 
challenges facing Australia as to be almost 
identical. 

Refugees? Screw ‘em. Economics? Both 
parties advocate a moderate capitalist 
system that has, for the most part, led to a 
large increase in the quality of living for the 
average Australian. 

Is this a good thing? Who knows really? 
Winston Churchill oncesaidthatdemocracy 
was the worst system of government - 
besides all the other systems. 

But most of all, talking about politics in 
Australia is boring. I’m not saying that’s a 
bad thing - in any modern society, politics 
being boring is the sign of a stable system 
of government. If it were truly interesting 
we’d be in Greece or Spain and everything 
would be terrible. But there’s still a large 
enough number of Australian political 
parties that sit on the fringes: socialists, 
communists and even some fascists. 

With that in mind I spoke to Jim Saleam, 
leader of the Australia First Party, an 
extreme right wing group whose policies 
some might say are fascist. 

I have no interest in deciding whether or 
not his policies and ideas are good or bad, 
smart or stupid, wholesome or evil. There 
are plenty of other writers who can tell you 
that. This article IS NOT an endorsment 


of his views. But I want to know what he 
thinks, because he’s been described 
by some as the most dangerous man in 
Australian politics. 

Okay, so you’re a far right politician 
- and that’s something you admit to 
being. What’s your vision for what 
Australia should be? 

We want to take Australia out of the global 
system. We want to acquire the resources 
of the country for our own use. We think it’s 
possible thatthe global economy is heading 
to a major smash-up, and endlessly they 
shuffle the money, find a new country to 
rob, maybe some poor bastards in the Third 
World whose minerals get monetised. We 
(Jim’s party, Australia First) don’t wish to 
be a government. We wish to be a state 
power. That means that we seek to reorder 
the country in an entirely different way. 

And culturally, you think Australia 
should try it’s best to stay white? 

Yes, and other countries can be free to do 
as they choose. Although I don’t agree with 
things like Sharia law... that’s not an issue 
for Australia. If Afghanistan wants to say 
that women can be clitorally sterilised or 
gays can be stoned, I don’t agree with that, 
but that’s their culture. It’s up to them if they 
want things to change. 

It would have to be a dictatorship because 
it would have to enforce the new rules and 
create a new constitution. A revolutionary, 
democratic dictatorship. The capacity to 
reform the system inside its own rules no 
longer exists. It will not change and it will 
continue to globalise until it’s wiped this 
country off the map. Therefore to change it. 


if you could, you’d have to get your hands 
upon those who’ve profited off this country. 

People like Gina Rinehart, Andrew 
Forrest, Clive Palmer, the people who own 
the Liberal Party... all of these people are 
culpable and should be penalised. That 
doesn’t mean to say you’re going to go 
down the French Revolutionary road, but 
what it does mean is that people who have 
exploited this country should be subject to 
penalty, their property should be seized and 
they should be banned from politics for life. 
They shouldn’t be harmed as individuals, 
but they should certainly pay for what 
they’ve done. Some people might say that 
it’s a radical attitude, but I think that what 
it’s come to in this country. The people who 
own the mines, own the banks and own 
the privatised corporations have become a 
ruling group and they do not intend to allow 
anyone to change that in a vote. I think these 
people deserve to be expropriated top to 
bottom. Everything they own, everything 
they have, the lot. 

I think many on the far left might hold 
a similar view. 

Yes, but they often come out in favour of 
the same things as the globalists. Open 
borders, immigration, no culture. It’s the 
program of globalism. A lot of them have 
a good heart and they’d like to see fairness 
and justice, but one of the terrible things 
is that they’re hooked on the idea that you 
can’t have any type of exclusive policy 
because it’s “racist” and racism is regarded 
as the ultimate moral evil. 

Once you go down that road of being a 
“racist” you’re turned into a monster, which 
means you’re the enemy of the global 
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proletariat. We don’t trade in bigotry, 
but we trade in pride. These guys have 
given that up. They don’t wish to have a 
nationality. In 1966, what was called the 
White Australia Policy was abandoned. 
Up to that time there had been a small 
number of folk in Australia who were not of 
European background - Australian-born 
Chinese and some others. 

When White Australia was abandoned 
it was abandoned not to be moral. The 
people like Bob Hawke who worked to 
abolish it had the idea of the globalised 
country. They said they were bringing 
useful, qualified people to Australia to 
contribute economically. That’s not what 
they were doing. What they set out to do 
was to multiculturalise Australia. Then they 
declared that there was no such thing as an 
Australian culture. Australians were - quote 
- “all migrants”. So there were no longer 
Australians, there were only migrants. That 
was the first step. While that was going 
on, immigration was increased from the 
Third World and people began to enter the 
country from India, Africa, China, and so on. 
So today there is allegedly no such thing as 
an “Australian”. 

How would you change Australia’s 
cultural makeup? 

The policy of immigration should be slowly 


run in reverse. I think a lot of people who 
have recently acquired residency have 
not come as immigrants, they’ve come 
as settlers. And I’ll openly accuse the 
Chinese of that. I think the Chinese come 
now as settlers. They come on behalf of 
the Motherland. They are, in fact, invaders 
without guns. 

Hang on. You believe there is an 
active policy on behalf of the Chinese 
government to populate Australia 
with Chinese nationals? 

Exactly. I think that somewhere down the 
track China will be involved in a long war. 
I think it’s inevitable. Australia will become 
involved because China, to a certain 
extent, will be dependent on our exports. 
But it cuts two ways. If you make China 
dependent on your food and resources in 
Australia, there’s an automatic incentive for 


them to come and take it. I don’t regard 
the Chinese state as benign. It’s ruled 
over by a very aggressive, wealthy class of 
people. Chinese companies are constantly 
trying to buy property in Australia. Chinese 
immigration will continue to increase and 
there’s not even the slightest possibility 
of any type of assimilation. They come as 
settlers pure and simple. 

So you think the plan is to settle 
enough Chinese in Australia so that 
when it does come to a conflict over 
food or resources there are so many 
Chinese nationals in Australia that 
we’d have to be on their side? 

If they hadn’t thought of that, they’d be 
remiss. 

Do you believe that’s an active policy? 

I couldn’t say that it’s an active and 
deliberate policy with set guidelines, but 
the door is open and China continues 
to buy up more property and interests in 
Australia. There was the Chinese centre 
in Wagga, a massive plan to build a billion- 
dollar centre. We actually sank it. But that’s 
just the start of what they have in mind. 
That was a clever idea - they were going 
to command the economy of the Riverina, 
destroy the farming and turn it into a mining 
area. There was to be 20,000 Chinese 
living in Wagga in a walled-off compound 


suburb. It’s all in the documentation of 
the council - they were going to build a 
huge suburb, they would upgrade Wagga 
airport, build a train to Canberra. It was 
a massive enterprise.The Chinese military 
has certainly looked at extending Chinese 
interests in the Pacific. They’re moving into 
poor countries, bribing these folk, they’re 
setting up embassies and big programs 
and throwing money everywhere. A lot of 
poor island nations buy it because they’re 
not politically sophisticated people. 
They’re easy marks. Australia is not an 
easy mark, but we’ve got a lot of people 
like Craig Emerson, Barry O’Farrell’s son, 
who now lives in China. Bob Hawke has 
had 90 trips to China since he was Prime 
Minister, selling real estate. There’s no end 
of people in Australia who are prepared to 
collaborate with China. 


What’s your view on those 
ex-politicians you mention who 
have - in your opinion - used their 
connections to do business with 
China? 

Oh look, it’s the way the system works. 

I get the feeling you look at them as 
betrayers of Australia. 

Yes, they’re traitors. I said earlier that people 
deserve to be expropriated. Bob Hawke, 
the pig, is worth $250million. Where did he 
get it? When he became Prime Minister he 
still had a mortgage on his house in Coburg 
and he drove an old car. Paul Keating is 
worth $40million. The former Liberal leader 
Hewson is worth $10million. Where did 
they get this money? By advocating the 
Asian economy and then filling their pockets 
personally. These people are opening 
Australia up and selling us to China. We 
live in a country now where you can’t get 
into a hospital, you can’t afford to ride a 
bus, there’s this breakdown in our society, 
but allegedly we’re super rich - there’s all 
this development. But it’s not coming to the 
average Australian. My kids go to uni and 
they’re now burdened with HECS bills. I 
went to Uni in ‘73 and I’ve never paid a 
penny. Why? It seems to me that everything 
is being sold - they want to sell Port Botany, 
the railways. Medicare and all of the public 
assets of Australia to superannuation 
funds. They’re telling us what a great idea 
that would be but the super funds are all 
hedged with New York banks. In fact, you 
might find your assets will end up owned by 
some cretin in a New York brothel. There’s 
all of this type of thieving that’s gone on 
and now they want cheap labour to drive 
down working conditions. There are a lot 
of folks in the Third World. These people in 
control want to bring them to Australia to 
exploit them, to become factory or mining 
fodder. Incedently, I believe in paying the 
refugees not to come. A lot of these people 
who say they’re refugees are not. Those 
who may be, I believe in funding them to 
return in armed struggle to take their own 
countries back. But the globalists only 
want cheap labour. In the north of Australia 
they’re looking to create a zone that will 
be all mining, all food bowl, everything for 
export. And that’s where they’ll be dumping 
all of their so-called refugees as the cheap 
labour force. The north of Australia will then 
be virtually detached from the rest of the 
country. What these globalists are planning 
is horrible. They may detach all of Australia 
north of the Tropic of Capricorn as a free 
trade zone to be ruled over by Serco - the 
same organisation that runs the refugee

camps - as secret police and paramilitary. 
You feel Australia is at risk of 
becoming a mining region and a 
place for cheap labour, all for China? 

Yes, run by multinationals and banks and 
ruled over by secret police where law 
might not even operate. That’s the sort 
of lunatic world into which we’re headed, 
and it worries me absolutely. Not just for 
Australia. As I said, I might be styled as a 
bigot, but for other countries - the sort of 
politics waged in Africa and the Middle 
East is a disaster for the whole world. 
We need to get out of this capitalist, 
globalised system. China is becoming 
more dangerous than the USSR ever 
was. The USSR probably had no intention 
to go to war, but the tensions between 
the USA and China could end up in real 
world war. And this takes place amongst 
growing poverty, massive population 
growth, wars for resources and even 
water. We think that opting out of this 
system is the best self defence. 

What about ethinic communities that 
already live here? 

Incentives should be offered to people 
to resettle back home. A lot of these 
people now live very marginal existences 
on welfare. You have the degeneration of 
traditional rules that our society used to 
operate under. People complain about 
youth violence, murder rates, sexual crime. 
Fixing this should be something aimed at 
the younger people in those communities. If 
we’re saying you should run an immigration 
policy in reverse, the best way to run it is to 
target it at the younger people - persuade 
younger people that their real futures do 
not belong here. Pay them, assist them to 
return to their own countries, and the older 
folk in those communities in Australia live 
out their lives. Eventually the number of 
people of different backgrounds who are 
difficult to handle in this country will fall, 
and you’ll reach a plateau where there’ll 
be a number of people left in the country 
whose presence serves some purpose and 
you’ll find some empathy and arrangement 
with them. But we have a situation now 
where there’s a massive explosion of some 
groups who cause trouble, not only against 
the majority of Australians but against 
each other. This is a scary aspect of this 
system - there are some groups that are 
so alien to each other that nothing keeps 
them together, so the communal violence 
between these groups is real, and already 
manifests itself in things like drug turf wars 
and insults to women. 

Say we’re in an Australia where you’re 


starting to see the kind of conditions 
that allow for your revolutionary 
economic and cultural ideas, what 
happens if you start instigating these 
policies - for example, the one that 
involves paying ethnic minorities 
to essentially go back to their own 
countries - and people refuse? 

Well, I’m sure some will refuse. And we 
just don’t know what to do with them. The 
situation hasn’t happened when a problem 
has been created for you by a system and 
that system disappears. Where it all leads, 
no one knows. 

You haven’t thought about what you 
would do in those situations? 

Well it’s hard to visualise. Imagine a situation 
like this: we ask that certain Chinese 
economic criminals be taken back by China 
and then China refuses. They regard them 
as collateral in a war to acquire resources. 
What can you do? These people are then 
stateless, they’re unwelcome but they’re 
here. What do you do? Very difficult to 
answer. It’s unknown political territory but 
I believe that territory is going to come 
whether we like it or not. 

Would you say that Aboriginal groups 
have ownership of Australia? 

Yes, but not without there being 
responsibility too. When you have 


custodianship over an area of land you 
have to maintain it too. 

Finally, do you care what people think 
of you? 

Past a certain point we really don’t care 
what people say about us. There are 
a few things that might rankle, people 
might say things that are untrue or a total 
misrepresentation. But generally speaking 
we’re not concerned with what others say. 
A lot of people think that you have to have a 
good image and that the media has to some 
way or another like you. I don’t think Rupert 
Murdoch would like me - I’d like to sign his 
expropriation order.

HOLDEN HURRICANE 


One of the strangest looking vehicles ever made, the DS was 
manufactured by French motor vehicle company Citroen 
between 1955 and 1975. Designed by Italian sculptor 
Flaminio Bertoni and French aeronautical engineer Andre 
Lefebvre, the vehicle still stands out for its weird futuristic 
body. Unlike a number of vehicles whose aesthetics were 
put before build quality, the DS actually drove rather well 
for its time, with excellent handling, braking and suspension. 


Built in 1969 as a concept car, the Hurricane 
was never manufactured, and for that we grieve. 
Designed by the Holden for the express purpose of 
allowing them to “study design trends, propulsion 
systems and other developments’’, the vehicle stood 
at just 39 inches tall and included a GPS system 
(in 1969!).

HOW TEQUIIA

T equila starts with the blue agave, a 
plant native to Mexico. Agave plants 
reach up to two metres in height, and 
sprout spikey, fleshy leaves. Planting, 
tending, and harvesting the agave plant 
remains a manual effort, largely unchanged 
by modern farm machinery and relying on 
centuries-old know-how. The men who 
harvest the plant are known as jimadores. 

After harvesting, the plants are transported 
to ovens where they are slowly baked to 
break down their complex flavours, then 
shredded and mashed under a large stone 
wheel called a tahona. 

The extracted agave juice is distilled in oak 
barrels for at least a year, then bottled up 
and shipped to your nearest bar. 

Much like Champagne can only be 
manufactured in certain regions of France, 
Mexican law states that tequila may only be 
produced in the state of Jalisco.

H ere I am am, standing in the middle of some 
thick bushland somewhere on the North 
Coast of New South Wales. My tour-guide 
(we’ll call him Dave) is a man in his mid-fifties 
whose demeanour is a curious mashup of 
old-style Aussie outback bloke and new-age hippy. 

Dave has strictly forbidden me from saying anything 
too specific about our location. 

Suffice to say, we’re in the middle of nowhere. If 
you gave me a map and demanded I pinpoint the 
region. I’d be lucky to get within 50 kilometres. 

As I survey the area, I notice what I think is an oil 
barrel. It appears to have been left alone to nature 
for at least a few years, covered with moss and mud. 
“Is that one?” I ask, pointing out the object. 

“Aaaah, could be," says Dave, confused. He seems 
surprised to have stumbled upon the item. 

We walk towards the barrel and open it up. The 
thing is full to the brim with cannabis - and not just 
random bits of leaf and twigs. We’re talking buds 
here, bud. 

There must be five or six kilos of the stuff. 

“Shit. I’d forgotten about this one," Dave says with 
nowhere near the amount of appropriate shock at 
having just discovered around ten-thousand dollars 
worth of class A drugs. 

He shrugs his shoulders and we start the job of 
shifting the barrel up to Dave’s property, which is 
about a kilometre away. 
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A VERY STICKY BUSINESS 


DAVE IS PART OF A GROUP OF MARIJUANA GROWERS 
who collectively own a large area of secluded land in NSW 
from which they grow copious amounts of weed. 

Having seen off several police busts and semi-regular 
threats of extortion from local bikies, Dave and his fellow 
growers have been at this business for decades now. 

And they’re the best in the business. 

There are only a few lines of work that are recession proof. 
Politics is one. Religion is another. The sex industry, certainly. 
But producing large quantities of illegal drugs has proven to 
be the most durable of all. 

In uncertain economic times, people need to zone out. 

“I’ve never, ever had a real job,” says Dave as we look out 
from his balcony later that night, cans of beer in hand, joints 
in mouths, gazing over some of the most beautiful natural land 
I’ve ever seen. There’s a river downhill that serves as Dave’s 
swimming pool. He washes naked under his outdoor shower. 
He breathes the cleanest air on God’s green earth. 

Whichever way you look at it, Dave’s got it good. 

Of course, like any business, 
growing industrial amounts of 
illegal drugs in the middle of 
a secluded bushland has its 
hardships. 

“There were a few tough years 
during the drought. That was 
difficult, but we’ve always kept 
a good stockpile, just in case. 

That barrel you found was one I’d 
forgotten about, actually." 

Despite the easy-going 
demeanour and the surprising 
openness about his trade (just 
FYI, he’s a close family friend, so 
that probably plays a part in how 
revealing he was with me) Dave 
could be described as a drug-lord, of sorts. 

The big difference between him and a Mexican kingpin is the 
complete absence of bloodthirstiness - although Dave says 
he has, on two or three occasions, had to have somebody 
beaten up. It comes with the territory. 

Dave is on the governing council of the loose consortium 
of ex-hippies and farmers who live in the area, and he’s in 
charge of organising shipments of weed the group send out 
through a series of couriers to mid-level dealers. 

Until a recent disagreement, Dave had only one person he 
sold to - a man associated with local biker gangs who would 
buy the season’s harvest in its entirety. 

Each farmer would contribute to the batch, which would be 
stored in a secluded safehouse located far, far away from 
Dave and his fellow farmers’ properties (the group is careful 
not to grow or store the weed on any of their land: in case 
they’re raided by the cops, it gives plausible deniability). 

Dave would let his contact know when the batch was at its 
location, and a few weeks later a suitcase full of cash would 
mysteriously find its way to him. The money would then be 
divided up between the consortium’s members, who would 
spend the next few months in a stoned-out, cashed up bliss. 


Eventually, however, the bikies decided the deal wasn’t 
worth it any longer. 

“Weed isn’t really that profitable," Dave explained. 

“When you compare the amount of effort that goes into 
growing it, storing it - and, most importantly, moving it - to 
other drugs... it’s probably one of the least profitable drugs 
you can deal." 

Look at it in pure economics, because the drug trade is like 
any other market. An ounce of marijuana has a street value of 
around $250-$300, depending on where you’ve bought it. 
Contrast that with cocaine, which in Australia fetches $300- 
$350 a gram, depending on whether you want good stuff or 
a bag of laundry powder. 

Put simply, a truckload of weed is way less profitable, far 
more difficult to move and (this is the important bit when it 
comes to the bikies) far less addictive. 

Dave’s contact demanded a price cut that would have put 
him and his fellow farmers in the dole queue. After a lengthy 
back-and-forth negotiation that involved some extortion on 
the gang’s part - they demanded a monthly cash payment - 
Dave and co wrangled a deal in which they were given all the 
contacts for the mid-level dealers. 

Which means life isn’t as easy 
as it used to be. Or as safe. 
Instead of a single contact, the 
farmers must now deal with a 
large number of local dealers and 
couriers, who instead of buying 
their drugs in the hundreds of 
kilos, now purchase in pounds. 

It’s a pain in the ass, and has 
proved porblematic for Dave’s 
state of mind. 

“It’s so much riskier. I’ve taken a 
drive into town with at least a few 
pounds in the car five or six times 
over the last month. I don’t like 
it, but that’s life, really. Hopefully 
someone else will take up the 
slack, because I’m getting over it." 

Dave has tried to quit weed several times over the last few 
years, but when you’re literally surrounded by the stuff on 
a daily basis, that can be difficult. He’s even begun taking 
courses in hypnotherapy, hoping to start a business in the 
nearby town helping people quit cigarettes or lead more 
fulfilling sex lives. 

It’s not the first time he’s given a more regular lifestyle a 
shot. Although he seems never to get very far with alternatives 
to the drug-dealing lifestyle. And who can blame him, really? 
When you reside in heaven and live the high life, it can be 
difficult to deal with the everyday realities us worker bees 
have to face. 

Dave has a stack of unfinished attempts at integrating into 
normal society. He got halfway through an audio-engineering 
degree in the seventies. Firefighting in the eighties. For a 
while during the nineties he had an organic food stall he’d 
take to markets. 

But, like it does with its millions of users - like it did with me 
from the ages of 18-27 - marijuana kept calling him back. 

So every day, Dave hikes a few kilometres from his house 
and carefully tends to his plantation.

and I’d prefer to just have a few guys I can give a pound each 
to. Makes life a lot easier," he told nne. 


JAMES SITS IN THE MIDDLEOF HIS BEDROOM smoking 
endless bongs and talking about the cops. He says he’s not 
worried, but his voice gives away a sense of paranoia. It’s 
probably the dexamphetamine he took a few hours ago to 
keep from drifting off to sleep after a weekend-long bender 
that involved the consumption of a cocktail of uppers and 
downers: five MDMA caps, one gram of cocaine, at least ten 
joints, probably fifty bongs, uncountable amounts of beer and 
at least thirty nangs. 

Nangs, for those of you who aren’t aware, are bulbs of 
nitrous oxide gas. They’re totally legal, and you can even 
buy them at your local service station - their stated use is 
creating whipped cream or carbonated drinks. 

But most people use them to get high. You pump the bulb 
into a balloon until it’s full of gas, inhale, then roll around on 
the floor laughing for the next minute or so. James reckons he 
took at least thirty of them last night. 

“Fucked up," is how he described the last few days. 

James makes his money selling an assortment of drugs from 
his Redfern, Sydney home, but 
the bulk of his trade comes from 
selling small to medium sized 
amounts of weed. And not the 
naturally grown stuff that Dave 
farms out in the bush. James’ stuff 
is the stickiest hydro available. 

Hydro, just in case you’re a 
clean-living Christian or a straight 
edge crossfit addict, is marijuana 
grown using hydroponic 
methods. This usually involves 
tending to the plants under lights 
and using all sorts of chemicals 
to make sure the product gives 
the user an intense buzz. 

When those hippies from the 
sixties talk about marijuana being a lot stronger these days, 
they’re not lying. Hydroponic weed is many times more potent 
than cannabis grown in the ground. 

Whilst naturally grown marijuana will give you a mellow high, 
hydro tends to bring on one of two side effects: maniacal 
laughter and a feeling of mental openness and creativity, or 
existential terror and constant questioning of reality. 

Hydro is most often made in city-based garages. The 
equipment required to set up a decent operation can be 
bought for a few hundred bucks, and all the information 
required to start growing reasonably large quantities of the 
stuff is available online. Which is why James is a bit worried 
about the cops, because in his garage, that is exactly what 
he’s been up to. 

About a month ago he decided the risk he was taking in 
dealing small quantities of drugs to a large amount of people 
just wasn’t worth the risk, so he reached under his bed, 
opened the shoebox full of cash he keeps there and bought 
himself a bunch of lights and a hydroponic watering system. 

He now tends to ten plants, and is hoping to make serious 
money by becoming a supplier. “I don’t want to have so many 
people knocking on my door. It’s making me a bit paranoid. 


AUSTRALIANS HAVE A VORACIOUS APPETITE FOR 
marijuana. Consider the way we consume it: most committed 
potheads smoke from a bong, and the vast majority of the 
world’s Stoners take a minute or so to smoke one bong, 
giving it a few inhalations, Australians do it all in one hit. 

I’ve seen tourists look on in wonderment as Aussie stoners 
inhale superhuman quantities of the stuff. 

Consider that Jamaicans, citizens of the nation most 
typically stereotyped as having a weed-loving culture, smoke 
less Marijuana per capita than Australians. 

In fact, approximately 10.6% of Australians smoke weed 
on the regular, according to the United Nations World Drug 
Report (curiously, New Zealand is beating us, coming in 
at 14.6%, whilst the clear winner is Papua New Guinea, 
destroying the field with a whopping 29.5%). 

If you widen the survey to include those of us who have 
consumed cannabis in the past year, a whopping 1 million 
Australians have gotten high at least once. 

For the most part, nobody really cares. The cops certainly 
don’t, with arrest rates for 
cannabis consumption having 
fallen significantly. Most 
states have adopted a “harm 
minimisation" policy that involves 
giving people caught with small 
to medium quantities of weed 
official warnings. 

In practise, unless you walk up 
to a cop in the street and blow 
smoke into his face, the constable 
is going to look the other way. As 
James and I took a walk through 
the streets of Redfern he pointed 
out two terrace houses on the 
same street. One was the house 
of a well known Ice and Heroin 
dealer, and had been raided by the police on a semi-regular 
basis for the last six months. A few houses up was a local 
weed dealer’s place. Everyone, including the cops, know 
about it. But they leave the place alone, because nobody 
cares about potheads. All they do is sit around, play video 
games and eat Doritos. 

THERE IS, HOWEVER A REAL THREAT TO PEOPLE LIKE 
Dave and James, who each make a reasonable living out of 
the drug trade. 

“Legalisation would be a disaster," says Dave. “Just look at 
what’s happening in America." 

A number of states in the USA have legalised marijuana, 
and it’s completely destroyed the traditional, black-market 
drug dealing business. In those states, selling marijuana has 
become a government regulated industry. There are even 
apps you can download to order home-delivery. You can pick 
your strain. It’s become a legitimate business. 

So while Dave, James and others involved in the growth 
and distribution of marijuana might live with an ever-present 
prospect of arrest and prosecution, what they really fear is 
something else entirely: legalisation. CH-n

WHY IS EVERYONE SO 
OBSESSEO WI1H OPEN 
REIATIONSHIPS? 


S ince I turned 18, I’ve been involved in non-monogomous 
relationships. I was introduced to the idea by a fellow 
sex worker and it blew my mind. Being raised in a 
traditional, nuclear family household, polygamy and open 
relationships were a totally foreign concept to me. 

Initially, finding an alternative to monogamy stemmed from my 
occupation at the time. As a full service escort, I was sleeping 
with a myriad of men for money, and at the same time in a serious 
relationship. My partner at the time broached the idea with me, 
and we began to explore “opening" up our relationship. 

Non-monogamy seemed great on paper. I liked the idea of 
the safety and security of having my loved one as a primary 
partner, and then the novelty 
and excitement of new sexual 
conquests. To me, it seemed at 
the time like the only logical way to 
navigate a relationship in the 21st 
century, in a world overstimulated 
by choices and options. 

But as much as I read about the 
benefits non-monogamy could 
bring, I wasn’t fully prepared for how 
I would feel when my partner at the 
time went on a date with another 
woman. 

I understood my jealousy stemmed 
from insecurity and I knew I had no 
reason to fear my partner would 
abandon me, but some primal, 
animalistic part of me howled inside and I sat up, chain smoking 
and mindlessly scrolling Facebook as he went on the date. 

I couldn’t shake the negative feelings, I couldn’t seem to 
overcome the fear and it left me feeling like a failure. 

It was during this period of soul searching that I discovered 
Chris Ryan’s book Sex At Dawn, a study of why humans crave 
non-monogamy and how we were hardwired for what we’ve been 
taught to resist - multiple partners. The book is thoroughly well 
researched, and a must read for anybody interested in not only 
non-monogamy but also the science and history behind it. 


So, if nature has designed us to be non-monogamous, why is 
it so difficult? Why do we experience such intense feelings of 
ownership and possessiveness? 

Perhaps one answer may be the difference in the way we live 
now, compared to ancient tribes and civilisations that practised 
non-monogamy. 

Sexual relationships in hunter-gather societies helped 
strengthen bonds between members, and created a sense of 
community. Now, rather than living in large groups, we tend to 
be more isolated, living alone or with a singular partner or friend. 
Perhaps the level of co-dependency we form with our significant 
other is part of the reason we find it so hard to share. 

The magazine New Philosopher 
recently published an article in 
which the writer becomes envious 
of a vegan friend who, when she 
visits the supermarket, trawls the 
aisles with ease, knowing her dietary 
requirements greatly restrict what 
she can purchase. In comparison, 
the author, with no set guidelines, 
can spend hours wandering the 
aisles, overwhelmed by the selection 
and unable to make the same quick 
and easy choices. 

The same problem applies to 
sexual relationships in the modern 
world. We’re equipped with so many 
choices and so many options that 
we leave ourselves wandering up and down the aisles, unable 
to make a choice. 

In some cases of non-monogamy, I suspect it all boils down to 
a fear of missing out, rather than a base desire to sleep with as 
many people as possible. With such a huge supply of potential 
lovers available to us (how many people did I swipe on tinder 
today? Hundreds? Thousands?) narrowing down on just one 
choice when there’s such huge bounty out there makes it seem 
like you’re wasting a lot of opportunity. ^

D ude, I’ve definitely got herpes.” 

“Oh yeah? What did the doctor say?" 

“I haven’t been to the doctor, but I had sex with this girl 
last night and now my penis is all red and itchy, so, yeah, 
that’s it man. I’ve got herpes." 

“Oh. Well, it’s just that typically the symptoms of herpes would 
take a bit longer than that to present themselves." 

“What do you mean though, like, it’s red, and it’s itchy... so, it’s 
herpes." 

“Did you wash your penis?" 

“Urn... nah. I just fell asleep." 

I have this kind of conversation with the same friend almost 
on a weekly basis, and just as 
consistently he’ll call me back a 
few hours after I’ve bullied him into 
seeing a doctor, to elatedly tell me 
that he’s only got, say, thrush. 

Now I’m definitely not a doctor. 

Like everyone else I know, I 
occasionally work myself into a 
panic by consulting Doctor Google. 

And I’ve occasionally been to 
doctors myself with similar worries 
- and similar results. 

Why are men so good at assuming 
the worst when it comes to their 
genitals, but so reluctant to actually 
visit adoctorabouttheirsymptoms? 

There are few people better 
equipped to answer that question than Professor Basil Donovan. 

He’s President of the International Society for STD Research, 
but more to the point, he’s been treating patients for more than 
thirty-five years, which means he started before anyone had even 
heard of HIV or AIDS. 

“Young men aren’t in such a habit of going to the doctor. 
Women go to the doctor quite substantially more often in any 
one year, and they’re used to talking to the doctor about sexual 
health issues" 

So if you’ve got something wrong down there but it’s not 


herpes, chlamydia, gonorrhea or Al DS, what could it be? I asked 
Professor Donovan about some of the things he’s seen people 
freaking out about that wouldn’t necessarily fall into the category 
of a “sexually transmitted disease". 

“Genitals are naturally lumpy and bumpy, and blotchy,” he said. 
“Quite often, what people do, is they have an encounter which 
they perceive to be high risk, and they actually look at their 
genitals for the first time in their lives and discover something 
that’s been there since the day they were born, or at least since 
puberty.” 

Donovan says it’s hard to convince people that something 
they’ve just spotted has always been there. 

“In sexual health practice, your 
waiting room is full of people who... 
half the room is there because 
they’ve overestimated their risk, 
and the other half are there 
because they underestimated 
their risk. And that’s life." 

So what about the non-descript 
“itchy red penis" my mates are 
always freaking out about? Am I 
right in thinking that ninety percent 
of the time it’s just thrush from 
sticking it somewhere wet and 
then not washing it for ages? The 
good Doctor has an answer for 
that, too. 

“Probablyan even more common 
cause of a red penis is washing it too often. Men just think 
washing is the great salvation. One of the most common pieces 
of advice I have to give is, once a day at most, with water, not 
soap." 

“There’s a microbiome there, you’re supposed to have a 
healthy mix of normal bacteria on your penis, and if you start 
scrubbing it, you throw the balance out." 

“And that’s where thrush can come from - it’s a disturbance 
of the microbiome, one of the normal bugs just took command 
because you were being so unkind to all the other ones." 04—a

WHAT’S THE 
DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN ART 
AND PORN? 


S eriously, if somebody could answer that 
question, my life would be a lot easier - 
primarily because Penthouse would know 
exactly what the people at the censor’s 
office will let pass. 

Perhaps one marker of whether or not you’re a 
pornographer is if your work is displayed in prominent 
photographic galleries. That’s what happened to 
Bradley Scott earlier this year. 

Best known for taking snaps of sex-workers, the 
Sydney based photographer suddenly found himself 
the subject of a solo exhibition at Black Eye Gallery 
in Darlinghurst, one of the country’s most prestigious 
art galleries. 

Scott’s photography certainly walksthe line between 
art and porn, but he views himself as a documentarian 
more than anything else. 

“It’s sexual, yeah," he told Penthouse. But everyone’s 
seen that before in their personal lives. I’m not 
interested in the political side of my work at all." 

The most famous quote on how one can distinguish 
between art and pornography comes from US 
Supreme Court Justice Potter Stewart, who, when 
handing down a verdict on whether or not the state 
of Ohio could ban a film for obscenity, said “I shall not 
today attempt further to define the kinds of material 
I understand to be embraced within that shorthand 
description (obscenity), and perhaps I could never 
succeed in intelligibly doing so. But I know it when

MADISON HACKS 


WHAT THEY REVEAl ABOUT ONIINE SECURITY 


THE ASHLEY MADISON ATTACKS, IN WHICH AN ANONYMOUS GROUP 
OF HACKERS OUTED 32 MILLION USERS OF THE ONLINE DATING SITE, 
MAKES IT CLEAR THAT YOUR DATA IS NEVER SAFE 


T here were some very nervous users of the dating 
website AshleyMadison.com this month, after hackers 
stole and released data on every single member of the 
site - which publicises itself with the tagline “life is short, 
have an affair". 

The data, which revealed the names, street addresses and 
email addresses of some 32 million people, was released in a 
9.2 gigabyte torrent file. 

“Ashley Madison is the most famous name in infidelity and 
married dating," the site declares. 

“Thousands of cheating wives and husbands signup every 
day looking for an affair." 

“We guarantee you will find the perfect affair partner." 

The hack also revealed credit 
card numbers and banking 
transactions carried out on the 
site by people hoping to have 
themselves some illicit sex. 

A group calling themselves 
the “Impact Team" claimed 
responsibility for the data leak, 
saying that Avid Life Media (ALM) 

- the company that owns Ashley 
Madison - had failed its users and 
was setting up fake accounts to 
fool men into signing up to the site. 

“We have explained the fraud, 
deceit and stupidity of ALM and 
their members," the group said in 
a press release. “Now everyone 
gets to see their data". 

The Hackers also targeted other ALM sites, including 
EstablishedMen.com, a site that claims to connect men with 
“young, beautiful women". 

“Too bad forthose men, they’re cheating dirtbags and deserve 
no discretion,” said Impact Team in a separate statement. 

ALM was understandably enraged at the leak, condemning it 
as an illegal invasion of its user’s privacy. 

“This event is not an act of hacktivism, it is an act of criminality, 
as well as an illegal action against any freethinking people who 


choose to engage in fully lawful online activities," the company 
said. 

“The criminal, or criminals involved in this act have appointed 
themselves as the moral judge, jury and executioner, seeing fit 
to impose a personal notion of virtue on all of society." 

According to analysis of the data dump, over 700 Australian 
Government officials and police officers have been exposed, 
which begs the question: how is it possible that in this day 
and age there are 700 people who are dumb enough to use 
their work email adresses when signing up to a dating site. 

Sydney and Melbourne had the third and sixth most Ashley 
Madison members worldwide: congratulations, guys! 

Both cities have over 200,000 members looking to have 
an affair with a random stranger. 
Brisbane came in at a respectable 
14th, boasting 118,000 people 
searching for sex. 

The hackers do, in fact, have a 
point here: there’s no doubt that 
Ashley Madison is a scam - a 
lawsuit against the site revealed 
that up to 95% of users were male, 
and that an enormous number of 
female accounts were faked. 

The company’s cavalier attitude 
to its user’s data was also made 
clear in the hack. The ease with 
which Impact Team got hold of the 
site’s user data made a complete 
mockery of claims made by ALM 
that their users’ data was safe. 

In fact, despite revealing such a large bounty of secrets a lot 
of people would have preffered to keep to themselves, what 
the revelations really shone a light on was how dodgy Ashley 
Madison - and by extensiton, the entire online dating industy - 
is. Almost every site has been busted using fake profiles. Data 
analysis shows that the average male to female ratio on dating 
sites is around 75/25. That’s quite the sausage fest.

WEIRD HISTORY 


SEX AND SIIVERWARE 

IN THE LATE NINETEENTH CENTURY THERE WAS AN AMERICAN 
RELIGIOUS COMMUNE WHERE WOMEN TRAINED YOUNG MEN ON HOW 
TO PREVENT PREMATURE DACULATION 


D uring the year of our Lord 1848 a man 
named John Humphrey Noyes had an 
idea. Believing that Jesus had already 
returned - way back in AD70, mind 
you - Noyes theorised that by forming a 
community based on shared possessions and 
property he could bring about a world void of 
sin. A perfect world. Heaven on earth. 

What really set Noyes and Oneida Community 
(village he created to bring about this perfect 
world) apart from your average religious cult was 
their attitude to sex. 

Oneida was possibly the earliest incarnation of a society based 
on the hippy idea of free love. 

Noyes and his followers believed in a system of free love known 
as complex marriage, in which any member of the community was 
free to have sex with any other member who consented. In fact, 
jealousy, possessiveness and monogamous relationships were 
severely frowned upon. 


Constantly. We’re talking a daily basis, here. 

In addition to this, males who were unable 
to restrain themselves would be publicly 
shamed in front of the entire community. 
Which, to be fair, might have been effective 
in helping any premature ejaculators: 
imagine being brought before a tribunal 
of your peers every time you came too fast. 
You’d fix that problem quick-smart. 

Things just got weirder from there. Oneida also 
instituted a program of selective breeding in order 
to create perfect children. Members of the community 
who desired to be parents would be brought before a committee 
and matched according to their moral and spiritual steadfastness, 
and after childbirth the kids would be taken and raised in a special 
section of Oneida’s property, with their natural parents banned 
from forming bonds that were too close. 

Unlike the rest of the world at the time, women in Oneida 
Community were by most measures the equal of men, free to

You’re probably thinking you’ve heard about these kind of 
communities before. You know, the religious cults where the 
leader gets to bang any woman of his choosing and takes 
everybody’s money. 

But the Oneidans were different. They truly believed that sex 
was something to be enjoyed by everyone, and that the resulting 
children were the responsibility of the entire community. 

In addition to being a big believer in wild orgies (presumably) 
Noyes and co were also practitioners of a form of contraception 
that is normally reserved for sportsmen who want to keep all the 
energy reserved for “the big game”: semen retention. 

Noyes believed ejaculation “drained men’s vitality and led to 
disease" and that the awkwardness between a man and woman 
after ejaculation was at the source of most marital problems. 

So he developed a system by which young men were trained 
by older women in the community to never ejaculate during sex. 

I’ll just repeat that again, for emphasis. Oneida community, a 
society formed on strict Christian values, had their older women 
train young men to hold on to their semen by having sex with them. 


explore positions in the wider business world as well as having 
active roles in the running of the commune. The Oneidans also 
recognised, before most other societies, that female orgasms are 
nature’s greatest achievement. Female orgasm was an important 
part of sex; Noyes and co considered that a man had not fulfilled 
his role in bed if a woman hadn’t achieved orgasm. 

Like most weird religious communities, Oneida eventually 
entered a long and slow decline. But during that decline, 
something curious happened. Some bright spark living in the 
commune decided to start manufacturing silverware. During the 
early 20th Century, the remaining members formed a silverware 
company and called it Oneida Limited. 

Google it - the company is still around. In fact, Oneida limited 
is now one of the world’s largest designers, manufacturers and 
retailers of stainless steel and silver cutlery and tableware. It is 
the largest supplier of dinnerware in North America. It’s worth 
millions of dollars. 

And it all started with a man who had a dream about a place 
where sex was free and men were banned from orgasm. 0-h-a 
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
